THE i\'i?n^ EAILWAY !SCIIEME. 

Some doubt 1ms been tlirown on tlio 
authenticity of the dispatch respecting 
the formation o£ a London syndicate to 
build the Canada Pacific railway. But 
it would appear from the following ex- 
tract from Sir John Macdonald's 
speech at Bath, that the syndicate is 
t more than a project — it is almost an 
accomplished fact. Tlie value of Cana- 
dian public lands has greatly enhanced 
in British eyes of lato. The fertile re- 
sources of the groat Northwest have 
:beeii fully. eatablished within the past 
year or two and the wise jiolicy of tiie 
Domiaion Government to people those 
lands with immigrants fronubo British 
Isles has met with hearty approval and 
co-operation. i3o far as is known hero 
the syndicate proposition requires a 
subsidy, of 60,000,000 acres of laud 
irtSntish territory, the government re- 

■ serving nexrly 200,000,000 acresforfreo 
"grants to immigrants or sale to actual 
settlers at a very low rate. With an 
increasing revenue and the renewed 
confidence of Euroi)ean capitalists in 
the pertnanoncy of . the Dominion the 
prospects are unexpectedly bright Sir 
.John said at Bath: 

ejA'VN6wi''0f courae every one know tli.-it 
■ '^le'Tnoirapapors v.oro saying thocnun- 
'\tty -wonld,be"ruined by the buildinc; of the 
' Canada Pacific "Baihvay, that tlio road 

■ would cost millions to build and millions 
to run, and thi\t if tho people of tu-dny 
were not ruined by it, thoir children 

•.would be. (Laughter.) Ho was happy 
''to bo able to say that there was not tho 
•." most distant, chauco of any misfortune, 
r 'financial, or otherwise, falling upon Canada 
byireason of the construction of the Paci- 
fic Railway. He had the pleasure of say- 
ing tliat ho was as certain aahowas stand- 
ing on a platform that tho railway would 
not ill tho end cost Canada a single far- 
thing. Ho was also certain that tho 250,- 
000^000 acres of land known now to bo fit 
for BGttlenienfc would not only bo sufficient 
;■ to build the' road and pay tho costs al- 
ready incvrrod by tlio Dominion, but to 
return a liandsonio rcvonuo to tho coim- 
try. Tho people of Canadn, therefore, 
need not bo afraid that their property 
would be taxed or thoir burden increased, 
When ho told his hearers that at this mo- 
ment there werr a' number of eapitahsts 
ofi'oring to build the road, desirous of 
taking it oflf the hands of tho government, 
and also of making their own fortunes by 
running it and by tho settlement of tho 
land which had been sot apart to pay for 
its construction, they would quite under- 
stand how false and a^bsurd were the 
charges made agiiinstthe goviernment that 
the building of tlio line was overburden- 
ing the people. He (Sir Jouk) could say 
this, and tho minister of finance, wlio was 
on the platform, could corroborate tiiis 
statement if necessai-y, that thero were 
capitalists at this moment who, knowing 
thero was a certain fortune to bo niado 
out of tho construction of a railway, wore 
asking that the work be handed over to 
them. They liad said wo will relievo you 
of all anxiety and tho pcoplo of tho appre- 
hension of being taxed. Wo will take the 
railway in hand, build it, and make fur- 
tunes out of it. The government at this 
moment had the offers mado under consi- 
deration, so that thero was no danger re- 
garding the road, and there was no room 
for doubting that tho great western coun- 
try would bo opened up, not only for tho 
young men of Canada, but for the world, 
to settle." '

It is imma- 
terial whether the Hudson Bay Com- 
pany, the Pioneer Line or the railway 

contractors — one or all of them to- 
gether — put on a line, every one sees 
the absurdity of the hybrid service. It 
belongs t» an ago that is past, and 
pluck, enterprise and capital will short- 
ly sweep it away. In this direct steam- 
er matter wo must thank our contem- 
porary tlie N. W. Herald, He has 
exposed tho shortcomings of the exist- 
ing system unsparingly, and made n 
difficult task comparatively easy. To- 
gether we have already achieved a re- 
form in the means of communication 
between Victoria and Yale by reducing 
the titue. of- detention to at least a third, 
and securing three trips instead of two 
trips each week. That tho arrange- 
ments aro far from perfect will be seen 
by a perusal of the following letter 
written to the Herald from Chilliwhack- 
by a merchant there; 

"I, with others hero, have shipping re-

ENGLAND. 

LoxDON, July 13. — At a meeting of 
tho Irish party last night it was unani- 
mously resolved that Gladstone's amend- 
ment limiting the^, operations of the 
compensation bill to tenants paying 
£30 and under, destroys nearly all the 
usefulness of tho measure and renders 
it dangerous to the existence of small 
tenants by ailbrding a further induce- 
ment to landlords to consolidate. 

The Pall Mall Gazette says: "The 
lino of policy announced by Parnell and 
his seventeen supporters to move to ro- 
jjort progress when tbo compensation 
for disturbance in Ireland bill is again 
discussed, evidently leads to indofinito 
obstruction. It is easy to declare it to 
be intolerable that the minority of 
home rulers who are themselves a very 
small minority of tho House, are not 
only to o])po.se their policy in Irish leg- 
islation, but are to bo at liberty, if 
they are resisted, to slop English leg- 
islation ; but tho remedy is not easy. 
The forms of the House may bo and 
ought to be amended, but even if the 
disturbance bill is thrown out to-mor- 
row, and Parnell suspended for the rest 
of tho session, tho only result would be 
to make agitation more certain and 
dangerous when the session ia over. If 
the session ends without something 
being done to disarm the hostility of 
this awkward group, the parliamentary 
discomfort of summer will turn into 
something far more practical and more 
dangerous during the coming autumn 
and wiucer. " ' 

LosDON, July 14. — Sir Henry Hal- 
ford has received a telegram from Col. 
Gildersleevo stating that restriction re- 
fers to the American team as a team, 
not to the aclion of individual mem- 
bers. Thi.s \H considered satisfactory, 
as it will stO[i the attempt of Col. Bo- 
dine and ilajor Leach to prevent tho 
Americans from shooting in tho match 
between Sir Henry Halfonl's and Oen.

INDIA. 

BoMDAV, July 14. — Preparations are 
making by the British to evacuate 
Cabul. All forts around Shirpur have 
been mined and can bo blown up at a 
day's notice. It is reported that the 
troops will leave Cabul about the mid- 
dle of August. 

TURKEY. 

News from Constantinople received 
to-day indicates that tho Porto will 
reply courteously but evasively to the 
collective note and prepare to wage an 
unofficial war. 

On Sunday the Montenegrins, after 
bombarding the Albanian Btronghold.q, 
attacked the Albanian left fiank. Thoir 
attack was repulsed. The Albanians 
who pursued the enemy brought back 
the heads of 13 Montenegrins.

Couh. Shukespearii continued to speak, 
with many repetitions, on tho motion to 
Invite " teniera^for , culverts, until five 
minutes to two o'clock in tho morning. 

Coun. McLean then rose and referred 
to Coun. Sliakespear's attempt to defeat tho 
resolution by talking against time, charac- 
terizing it as a most lame and futile efTort. 

Coun. Boyd (pointing to Coun. Clarke) — 
Yes, you've got this man to agree with 
you. 

Coun. McLean admitted that he had 
.ind he felt complimented on the success 
his resolution introduced last meeting had 
met with. The whole thing so far as 
Coun. Shakespeare was concerned lay in 
a nut-shell. That councillor's election 
had depended on repairs to Princess and 
Pembroke streets and that was tho reason 
he had spread himself on this occhaiori. 
He (Coun. JIcLcan) contended that the 
present was the proper time to invite ton- 
der.s for the culverts and tho work would 
bo done in spito of Coun. Shakespeare's 
assertion that it should not. Tho rellec- 
tions of that councillor went for what 
they wure worth, but ho (Opun. MoL.) as 
a member of the street committee had al- 
ways done what he conceived to bo his 
duty in tho past and intended to continue 
that course in tho future. 

Coun. Clarke said that owing to the 
late, or rather early, hour ho did not in- 
tend to speak at anj' great length. Ho 
could, if ho wished, sho^fr up tho two 
councillors who had so stubbprnly oppos- 
ed this resolution. ' 

Coun. Boyd — Flash in tho pan. That's 
all you are. 

Coun. Clarke regretted that the mayor 
and council had been basely insulted by 
his colleague (Cries of "how?" and dis- 
order) but he (Coun. Clark.o) liad perfect 
contidenco in tho chairman of tho street 
committee and had told him that he 
would abide by the programmn ho liad 
drawn up for the improvement of tho 
streets throughout tho city. 

Coun. Boyd — Yes, and 1 was ignored. 

Ciiun. Clarke— And so you ought to be. 

Coun. Boyit— Why ? 

Coun. Clarke — Because you never turn 
up until tho meetings of tho coimnittco 
aro over and tho work .settled upon. If 
tho chairman of the street committee has 
erretlatall it is. on the right side— in 
favor of tho ward I represent. With re- 
ference to Coun. Shakespeare's conduct 
he (Coun. C.) would .s.iy that he himself 
had defeated the object ho professed to 
wish to obtain. .\t tlio hist election ho 
(Coun. S.) had beaten one of the best 
men who ever sat in the Council, iVIr. 
Thomson. But his victory was not due 
to his own popularity. Williams had put 
him there !Uul Williams at his pleasure 
could put him out. It w(us evident from 
the experience of tlio past tliat Coun. 
Shakespeare could carry no point, and 
th.'-.t as a roprescntativo ho was worse than 
useless. Ho could not gqt a nail driven 
bocauso of the way he went about to ac- 
complish it. But boforo'tho year passed 
the streets that he had been talking about 
so long would be graded and gravelled — 
not, however, by his (^Coun. S.'s) eilbrts. 
He (Coun. C.) regretted that ho was as- 
sociated with such a colleague, 

Coun. Shakespeare — Yes, and I am 
son-y I am associated with jou.. 

Coun. Boyd moved in amondinent to 
tho resolution that Pembroke, 'Ruport, 
Discovery and Pandora streets bo repair- 
(!d first. 

Coun. Smith said that ho understood 
that Coun. Boyd was prepared to give a 
bonus for blasting the rock out of Rupert 
street. 

Coun. Boyd said he would give half 
whatever it cost to open the street as ho 
intended to build a house there to beautify 
the city. But he must have tho rock. 

Coun. Smith said if Coun. Boyd in- 
tended to make a separate resolution to 
open up Ruport street he would support it. 

Conn. Boyd complied with tho sugges- 
tion. 

The original resolution was then put 
(2:30 a. lu.) and carrifd by a majurity of 
5 tol, Coun. Boyd not voting. 

Tho motion to open up Rupert street 
was also put and carried on tho under- 
standing that it does not cost tho city 
more than §250. 

It was resolved to notify Senator Mac- 
donald to remove a fcnco at the junction 
of Oswego and Montreal streets. 

Coun. Boyd moved that a fortniglit's 
holiday be granted tho City Clerk, As- 
sessor and Collector, and Messenger, pro- 
vided that their absence does not inter- 
fere with tho transaction ■ of public busi- 
ness. . Carried. 

At 2:50 a. m. tho Council adjourned for 
two weeks.

B. Cooko, druggist, were summoned. 
Every effort was made to save her life, but 
nature finally succumbed to the cfFocts of 
the poison. The deceased belonged to 
the class known as " unfortunate." She 
was observed to be crying on Wednesday 
afternoon. When asked the reason she said 
that a lady was about to take her (do- 
ce.ased's) little boy away, and asked 
for a piece of paper and an envelope to 
write a letter. When last seen previous 
to the poisoning she was much depressed 
in spirits, and is supposed to have taken 
laudanum shortly afterwards. A bottle 
labeled "Poison" was found in tho room 
by Mr. Cooko. The jurj' returned a ver- 
dict that deceased came to her death from 
the eQ'ects of an overdose of opium, and 
desired to call the attention of the coro- 
ner, Hon. Mr. Pcmberton, to tho fact 
that the law does not require the sale of 
laudanum in tho presence of a witness. 
Deceased was aged 22 years and a native 
of the Sunny South, having been born in 
New Orle,in8, U. S.

The Indian accused of murder at Noah 
Bay was remanded for'one day, 

Alfred Raper, chai^ged-'with embezzle 
ment at Nanaimo, was brought up on re- 
mand. 

A. E. Gray, sworn — My first accjuain 
tanco with defendant was in Sept., 1877, 
and on tho 12th of fliay, 1879, I entered 
into business ' arrangonjehte .wi^ 
prior to that date he sold goods for me on 
commission and conducted a smallbushioss 
of his own; tho gross profits aa tho result 
of first year's business when Rapor sold 
goods for mo on commission were 50 per 
cent. In pursuance of tho arrangement 
of tho 12th .of ittay, 1879, 1 took over 
Raper's stock; since that data he fre- 
quently oxpresaod satisfaction; I ofTei-cd 
mere than onco to relievo him of tho 
agreement, to give him back his stock and 
give him a small store connected with tho 
business; about two months before stock- 
taking I suggested to him to prepare for 
stocktaking; I went to Nanaima on the 
11th May to take stock; rtpofc''8tp¥lc^ with 
Mr. Raper, I wrote down as ho called out 
tho goods; holiovo I returned to Victoria 
on the 14th May; did not rocoivo doc- 
uments relating to tho financial standing 
of Glasgow House; left a memorandum 
asking him to forward them at his earli- 
est conyenionco; ho did not forward thorn; 
at the stocktaking ho proposed to buy mo 
out; Jie said ho could pay §5000 cash 
down; I said if he could pay that amount 
of ca.sh ho would have no difficulty in ar- 
ranging for tho balance; about the 26th 
of May I arrived at a close approximation 
of tho results of tho stocktaking; .accord- 
ing to my ostiinato and opinion thereahould 
haVe been §7000 or §8000 of stock on 
hand ; went to Nanaimo agaii) on 1st of 
June; Mr. Kean went with mo; I wont 
to Glasgow House .ilone; Raper was at- 
tending customers, and 1 walked to tho 
ofllco in tlio rear of the store; I saw some 
papers and ft list of goods of which he 
should have sent me a duplicate there and 
took possession of them; also took pos- 
session of a list of accounts that wore out- 
standing which had apparently boon taken 
from tho ledger; I asked Mr. Rapor to 
p.ay mo $240 duo to mo under tho agree- 
ment; presented him with an account for 
§180 on account cunont and asked pay- 
ment; showed liim tliat tho $240 was re- 
turnable to me; in support of this showed 
him a statciuont; Mr. Kean came in and 
Rapor showed aiuiur; said ho did not 
want half-a-dozen witnesses looking on; 
that "Mr. Gray a:.-! I" (using his words) 
could arrange this; (statomont produced; 
it showed a deficiency of §2705.38); from 
Raper'.s estimalo of ca.sh returns tho busi- 
ness .-ihould liave shown a profit of §974.39 
on a basis of 45 per cent; wo talked about 
the business generally, and in rcforonco 
to tho stock; T made remarks na to pro- 
bable profits and askod him to state what 
his opinion of profits wore; he seemed 
suspicious and would not give mo a direct 
answer; I put tho question very directly 
as to average profits; ho answered that ho 
had been thinking or figuring that taking 
the whole year round the profits averaged 
50 per cent. ; shortly after this statement 
I wont to tea; on my return Mrs. Raper 
took charge of the stproj Mr. Kean,' Mr. 
Raper and I thon went to a small room in 
tho roar; showed him statement marked 
J. 2, and informed him tho business 
showed a deficiency of ?2440.31, while by 
his statement of cash sales a profit of 
§974.39 should havo resulted; I then sus- 
pended Raper; tho statements aro erron- 
eously iompiited; the profits should have 
been stated ns 81108.68 in place of 
§974.39 ; and the total deficiency is 
§2967.92, instead of .§2705.38; Raper said 
he wished to have the stock taken over again 
and tho demand was complied with; asked 
him to initial certain pages and ho refused; 
during the stock-taking I noticed a quan- 
tity of men's elrthing that was marked at 
tho reduced price and on other clothing 
there were two prices marked; tho reduced 
prices showed a profit of 33 J to 40 per cent; 
he remarked as accounting for the de- 
ficiency in the stocktaking that some goods 
wore sold about 20 per cent. o&' regular 
rates ; there was a difi'erence in some of 
the goods between the first and second 
stocktaking — in the second stocktaking 
tho prices v.'aro higher; in rog.ard to the 
charge of the embezzlement of a gun, wit- 
ness was writing down stock to Rapor's 
calling out; Rapor ctlled out a §34 and a 
§10 shotgun; witness asked to be shown 
them; after some little tiino ho handed 
witness down a §10 gun and got hold of an 
Indian musket, which witness subsequent- 
ly learned had beensentin forrepairsas be- 
ing tlie §34 shotgun; discovered that tho 
§34 gun was not there; he said it was there 
on the morning of Junelsts he pretended 
to look for it but it was hot forthcoming; 
it was thero on the stocktaking on May 
12th. 

Mr. Davio — Thero is a charge against 
defendant of embezzling tho sum of 
§330.34. How do you substantiate it ? 

Witness deposed that the amount ap- 
peai'ed in defandant's cash book as having 
been remitted to the Victoria house; the 
amount was never received, but on or 
about the date of the entrj' goods to the 
amount of tho entry were returned (re- 
ceipt for freight paid on goods produced) ; 
tho entry was made to account for monies 
received for cash sales; at that time de- 
fendant used to remit by cheques on tho 
Bank of British Columbia drawn by tho 
Vancouver Coal Company. On July 4th 
defendant wrote witness stating that he 
enclosed list of returned goods and would 
remit next mail; on July 12th witness re- 
ceived §400 from defendant; thi« amount 
was accounted for by Raper by making 
§08.48 balance the sales for the month of 
June, the remaining §331. 52 being carried 
forward to July; tho §336.34 alluded to 
was included in June disbursements. 

The coiirt suggested that further par- 
tisulars as to this amount had bettor be 
elicited in cross-examination. 

Witness, continuing — Tho stock on 
hand on May 12th, 1879, was §7,664.70 
and goods furnished up to Juno Ist wore 
§9,921,42; tho cash received during 1879 
was §10,260.06 and tho goods returned 
§2,480.70, including the returns amount- 
ing to §336.34; Mr. Bales was appointed 
by Mr. Raper to audit the books. 

Gi'ay's evidence in 
chief. 

Mr. Pollard stated that tho cross- 
examination of the witness would be very 
long, occupying probably some three or 
four hours. Tho defendant's counsel, 
Mr. Robertson, would leave to-morrow 
morning for Yale on important business. 
Ho would, therefore, ask for an adjourn- 
ment for a week.
